and other franticke paſſions: Bur-if 
the diſeaſe bee leſſe contagious-in 
the braine, but more inwardly ſet- 
led at the heart, then the f1gnes are, 
yellowes inthe whites of the eyes, - 
and in the inſide of borh the vpper 
and neither lippes ; and ( if the di- 
{eaſe be farre gone)then a yellowes 
over all the skin, a continuall faint 
ſweat, and a defire rather. to-lye 
downe, then to ſtand, beſides a ge.

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nerall loathing and forſaking of his 
meat, which 1s the common ſigne 
of all ſickneſles. 

Laſtly , if it proceed from the 
fourth occaſion, which is Accident, 
thenthe ſignes are,a perplexed and 
troubled body , ſometimes ſwea- 
ting at the rootes of the eares, in 
the flanke, and behinde the fore 
ſhoulders againſt the heart, ſome- 
rimes trembling over all the body, 
and ſometimes glowing and bur- 
ning in the vitall parts, and onthe 
temples of the head, againſt the 
heart, onthe infide of the fore legs 
next of all tothe body, and on the 
inſide of the hinder thighes cloſe 
tothe body, alſo his mouth will be 
hor and dry, and his rongue ſubje&t 
to furring and to a white ſcalded 
complexion, laſtly a generall loa- 
thing of his meat, bur a great 
chirſtineſſe & defire of cold drinke, 
and when hee can drinkeno more,

Now that you may effe@ this the 
better, it F requiſite that you ac- 
quaint your knowledge well with 
the completions, qualities, cu- 
ſtomes, and conditions of horſes, 
for whenſoever you ſhall finde any 
alteration in any of theſe, be ſure 
there will follow alteration of 
health, as thus — 

Firſt,in the compleRions of hor- 
ſes, which I draw from their co- 
lours and countenances : If your 
horſe be a faire bright daplegray,or 
a fleabitten, a white, a white-gray 
or the like; if any of theſe colours, 
being narurally cleare and bright, 
ſhall grow duskiſh or cloudy,or the 
white haires ſhall turne ſandy and

If the horſe be of a pure blacke 
colour,a bright bay,a browne bay, 
or a red-ſorrell without flexen 
Maine, or flexen Taile, a cleare 
cheſſenut or a mouſe-dun, iftheſe 
haires ſhall grow diſcoloured and 
contrary to their proper natures, 
that is to ſay, ofa weaker & worſe 
completion, as if the blacke turne 
dunniſh or yellow, the bright bay, 
cloudy, pale, & ſandy;the browne= 
bay, hikethe mouſe dunne;the red- 
ſorrell, corrall or like :the yellow- 
dunne ; the cheſfenur, hoarie and 
gray; andthe mouſe-dunne, ofa 
more blacke and pale blue then is 
naturall, all theſe are fignes of in- 
ward ficknefles.

vpothe horſe,or clſe is fuddenly in 
breaking farth ; and therefore by 
all- meancs remember , that the al- 
teration of colours bee vnnaturall:.

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The curing of any heart fickneſſe, or 
head ſickneſſe, or any ordinarie 
inward (ickneſſe. 
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] will now deſcend to the cure of 
theſe inward fickneſſes, and al- 
chough every ſeverall ficknes haue 
a {everall cure, as I haue ſhewed at 
large in my Bookes,yet I will draw 
all here, into one hidden, bur cer- | 
taine and moſt infallible approued 
Method, which I haue ever found 
proſperous and fortunate.

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Take halfe a pecke of good Malt 
well ground, and put it intoa payle 
by it ſelfe , then rake a gallon of 
faire cleere Water,and ſet jton the 
fire, then when ir is come'to the 
height, that it js ready to'boyle,

. over, andſtirre them exceedingly 


well together , cruſhing rhe Malt

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Cloath or two to.come over it, anc 
to be well wiſptround abour, wit 
ſoft, thicke, & large wiſpes:; for the 
little,hard,and neat wiſpes; though 
they are comely tothe eye, yet are 
they vawholſome for the body, for 
their hardneſle & ſmalneſſe makes 
an impreſſion into the Horſes fides, 
and cauſeth him forbeare to lye 
downe when Nature & reſt requi.

ward with very hard wiſpes,and ro 
rob them ſo hard as may be; and 
whilſt his limbes- are thus in rub-

JF you ſhall haue an horſe in this 

extreamity, and deſperate caſe, 
then the firſt thing you doe, you 
ſhall open his Necke veine, and let 
him bleed very well : Then two 
houres after his bleeding, take 
two ounces of the -Powder of 
Diapente, before rehearſed, and 
beat it in a Morter with as much 
clarified, pure life Honey, as will 
bring itto a ſubſtanriall Treackle, 
for this is an excellent Treackle, 
and of the 7talians called Horſe- 
Methridate, and is the ſame which 
our Phyſicians call Therzaca Diateſ- 


ſaron, 


When 
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When this Confeftion is made 
you ſhall take a full halfe ounce 
thereof,or more,and diffolue ir in a 
pint and an halfe of Maskadine, anc 
ſo giue it the Horſe todrinke with 
an Horne: Then if he haue ſo much 
abilitic of Body, walkc him vp and 
downe for halfe an houre, or an 
houre, cither in ſome ſunny place, 
or {ome cloſe Barne, or emprie 
Houſe, then ſet him vp, and let him 
faſt full another houre. 

At Noone giue him, if you can 
get it, agallon,or necre thereabour, 
of the firſt running of the ſtrongeſt 
Ale,betore it be put ro Barme, and 
when it is cleere, ſtrong,and carry- 
eth a Royall on the rop: But where 
this is not to be had, then giue him

At the end of three dayes,you 
ſhall forbeare all ſorts of Maſhes 
of both kinds, and follow all the 
preſcriptions before declared. 

Now if during this Cure, either 
through the violence of the Medi- 
cine, or the foulneſſe of the Horſes 
Body, you ſhall finde any hard Pu- 
ſtules or Swellings to riſe vp be-
